Victims of 
the disease live from 
two to five years, 
and having the dis- 
ease has been 
described as “having 
a front row seat for 
your own death,”

members until

The replacements for three mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee who 
stepped down from their positions at 
the end of last month have not yet

The six remaining members met 
last Wednesday night, but were unable 
to close out fiscal 1992 business 
because Tony Torrisi, finance and 
budget director, was home with a bad 
back, 

Board’ members did approve a 
request for a transfer of funds to the 
police department’s payroll account to 
cover overtime pay last week, accord- 
ing to Don Robb, FinCom chairman, A 
number of illnesses at the department 
has pushed up the overtime expense, 
Mr. Robb said last Thursday. 


Land sales boost 
town revenues 


By Don Staruk 

The sale of a private 24-acre parcel 
of land at 261 Salem St. may mean an 
immediate $20,000 unanticipated rev- 
enue for the town, and even more 
money in future tax revenues, 

Selectmen last week waived the 
first right of refusal on the 24-acre par- 
cel of open space owned by Paula 
Gronquist. The land had been taxed at 
a lower rate as agricultural land for 
the last several years. In exchange for 
that low tax rate, the town had the 
first option to purchase the property 
when the owner decided to sell. Ms. 
Gronquist had another buyer and last 
week selectmen voted unanimously to 
allow the sale to go ahead. 

The buyer, Bill Perkins, with the 
real estate ar:n of Dana F. Perkins Inc. 
Engineering, plans to build 12 to 14 
houses on 13 acres. The other roughly 
11 acres will be turned over to either 
the’ Conservation Commission or

But part of the agricultural tax 
break was that, upon sale of the land, 
the full taxes would have to be paid for 
the previous five years, according to 
William Krajeski, town assessor. 

“T believe the outstanding amount 
is in excess of $20,000,” Mr. Krajeski 
said last week. 

And he said those revenues would 
be somewhat of an unexpected wind- 
fall. 

“They are unforeseen revenues,” 
Mr. Krajeski said. “You cannot fore- 
cast when an owner will take his land 
out of a charter. It does fuel free cash.” 

Two other lots recently sold by Aba- 
bel Loosigian, on Bellevue Road, had 
also been in the agricultural tax pro- 
tection, but only for about two years, 
according to Mr. Krajeski. Unlike the 
Gronquist property, those sales did 
not amount to a lot of money, accord- 
ing to Mr, Krajeski. 

“This one is substantial,” he said. 

But Mr. Krajeski said the proposal 
to build 12 to 14 houses on about 14 
acres of the Gronquist property is real- 
ly the bigger news from a financial 
point of view. That proposal, along 


with Yvon Cormier’s proposal to build 
128 more houses at the Andover Coun- 
try Club and 59 at the Fieldstone 
Meadows subdivision off Dascomb 
Road, are good news for the future, he 
said. 

More houses means even more tax 
revenues, Ten new houses, typically in 
Andover, add about $40,000 a year to 
the tax revenues. And Mr. Krajeski 
said he hadn’t seen a farm sell since he 
started work here in December 1989. 

“In terms of revenue, this is good,” 
Mr. Krajeski said of the $20,000 wind- 
fall from the Gronquist sale. “But 
future revenue is what you're really 
banking on, This is a real good sign. 
This is the best sign I’ve seen for a 
while.”

Andover Bancorp earnings 
are up for second quarter 


Andover Bancorp Inc. announced its 
operating results for the second quar- 
ter and six months ended June 30. Net 
income amounted to $1 million or 25 
cents per share as compared to a net 
loss of $22.3 million or $5.44 per share 
for the corresponding period in 1991. 
Year-to-date profits totaled $2.5 million 
or 62 cents per share compared with a 
net loss of $25.9 million or $6.32 per 


share for the comparable six months of 


1991. 

At June 30, nonaccruing loans 
amounted to $28.6 million, a reduction 
of $4.8 million or 14.3 percent from 
$33.4 million at March 31, 1992, and a 
reduction of $12.5 million or 30.3 per- 
cent from $41.1 million at Dec. 81, 1991. 
Other real estate owned or substantive- 
ly repossessed totaled $28 million at the 
end of the second quarter, a reduction 
of $1.6 million or 5.6 percent from $29.6 
million at March 31, 1992 and a $0.9 mil- 
lion or 8.4 percent reduction from Dec. 
31, 1991. 

With the second quarter allowance 
for loan losses totaling $19.4 million or 
67.6 percent of nonaccruing loans and 5 
percent of total loans, the second quar- 


ter of 1992 included no additional pro- 
vision for loan losses. Net charge-offs 
for the period totaled $1.8 million. In 
the corresponding period of 1991, the 
provision amounted to $19.5 million 
and net charge-offs were $8.1 million. 

Gerald T. Mulligan, president and 
chief executive officer, said that “The 
overall positive trends in Andover 
Bank’s financial performance and the 
1992 second quarter and year-to-date 
results are encouraging. Net interest 
income for the first six months of 1992 
is 29.5 percent higher than the first six 
months of 1991.

Medical technology has 
increased the life span of many Ameri- 
cans and Ms. Byrne said she has wit- 
nessed the aging of the patrons at the 
Senior Center in Andover during her 
five-year tenure there. 


She said Wingate at Andover, the 
residential skilled nursing and rehabil- 
itation center now being built on 
Andover Street, is a step in the right 
direction, but Andover needs congre- 
gate housing and a larger senior center 
to meet the needs of its growing elderly 
population. 

If the center were larger, Ms. Byrne 
could expand programs, especially the 
day-care program. 

According to Ms. Byrne, the Board 
of Selectmen at its Aug. 3 regular 
meeting will discuss the possibility of 
using town-owned land to build a new 
Senior Center that will be paid for 
through donations and fundraising.

The Council on Aging enlisted the help 
of Dennis Ingram, a local architect 
with Facility Design and Management, 
Elm Square, who donated his time and 
drew up preliminary plans, she said. 

A new, 27,000-square-foot senior cen- 
ter, three times the size of the current 
one, would cost about $3.3 million, Ms. 
Byrne said. She has not heard of one 
site being preferred over another, but 
most town-owned land is in West 
Andover, she said. 

Ms. Byrne doesn’t believe access to a 
center in West Andover would be a 
problem. A large number of the seniors 
who go to the center drive their own 
cars or take public transportation. All 
that would be necessary, she said, is a 
route change for the public buses. 

If the center were enlarged, Ms. 
Byrne could expand the senior day- 
care program. Right now the program 
can only accommodate 20 seniors and 
there are at least five people on a wait- 
ing list, she said. 

Another service the Senior Center 
provides that Ms, Byrne is very proud 
of is its outreach services for seniors, 
their family and friends. 

“There is a lot of help out there for 
people and I’m here to make sure 
(seniors) can get what they want and 
need,” she said. 


Bringing their love of opera to school children

Because mnany operas are written 
and sung in foreign languages, people 
are intimidated and uninterested in 
the art, Ms. Cormier said. She and her 
husband are working to overcome that 
issue. They’ve chosen operas written 
in English especially for children. 

One of the operas they've performed 
for the two dozen schools they visited 
last spring had a science fiction theme. 
They used dry ice, papier-mache boul- 
ders and other props the children 
loved. 

“Operas are really glorified fairy 
tales set to music,” said Ms. Cormier. 
“Our goal is to get rid of the mystery so 
that kids can enjoy the art and music.” 

The couple designed Opera Fest to 
be inexpensive, Because they are the 
performers they can keep costs down. 
They charge $175 for a program they 
believe is more comprehensive than 
others they’ve seen that cost schools 
$375. 

Opera Fest is a three-part program 
that includes workshops on various 
components of the opera — makeup and 
body language, then a one-act opera fol- 
lowed by questions and answers. 

“The most asked questions are, 
‘How long does it take to learn to sing 
like you do?’ and, ‘How low and how 
high can we sing?’ ” said Ms. Cormier. 
First singing, then talking 

Ms. Cormier, 33, was always inter- 
ested in singing. Her parents still joke 
and say she sang before she talked. She 
took tap-dancing lessons and. would 


perform song-and-dance routines for 
her parents, who now live in North 
Andover, and her seven older brothers 
and sisters. 

When she was at AHS, she per- 
formed in various choral groups and 
loved doing pop and show tunes, 

After graduation in 1978, she went to 
Bradford College and began taking 
voice lessons. She then did some grad- 
uate work at the Boston Conservatory 
of Music. During that time she was 
commuting to New York City to take 
more voice lesson at Julliard School 
and work with a coach from the 
Metropolitan Opera. 

She said her coach gave her advice 
she’s never forgotten, 

“She told me to sing like your audi- 
ence is blind and act like your audi- 
ence is deaf,” said Ms. Cormier. 

That advice, along with hard work 
and dedication, resulted in Ms. Cormi- 
er winning several competitions and a 


contract to tour Europe with a group of 


American musical students. 

In 1990 she was in Vienna perform- 
ing the part of Carlotta in Phantom of 
the Opera. Ms, Cormier said Carlotta 
was fun to play because, “she was the 
bitch that the Phantom was always try- 
ing to get rid of.” 

After Phantom closed, she signed a 
contract with an opera company in Des 
Moines, where she met her husband. 
First the trombone, then opera 

Mr. Martinez didn’t begin singing 
until he was a junior in high school in 
Houston, Texas. Until.then he had been

bone. 

While he was in high school he met 
a woman who had been the piano play- 
er for a prestigious Italian opera 
house, She told him he had talent and 
the potential to be a professional opera 
singer, 

He won a scholarship to study 


Music at the University of Texas at‘Sah 


Antonio. He received a bachelor’s 
degree in music and then did some 
graduate work in music in Houston. 

Since then he has performed opera 
in Europe and the U.S, 

His favorite operas to listen to and 
perform are not the same. His favorite 
opera to listen to is Giuseppe Verdi's 
Don Carlo. His wife is also a Verdi fan, 
but her favorites are Don Izetti and La 
Traviata 

Mr. Martinez, who is a bass, said his 
favorite opera to perform is Mozart’s 
The Abduction from the Seraglio. He 
said it has a wide range of high and 
low notes. 

Future plans 

When their 3-month-old daughter, 
Catherine, is a little older they plan to 
travel to Europe and audition for 
“house jobs” in opera companies in 
several cities. 

“In Europe a town the size of 
Andover would have its own opera 
house and it would be subsidized by 
the government,” she said. 

He agrees that it is much more diffi- 
cult to make a living as an opera singer 
in the United States than it would be in 
Europe. 

“For every 100 jobs there are in 
Europe, there are only about one or 
two here,” he said. 

Mr. Martinez said he was amazed at 
how knowledgeable European children 
are about opera. He said many times 
they know the composer and date of an 
opera they are performing. 

The couple hopes to spark the same 
interest in area school children.

Mr. Finegold, 21, of 11 Lavender Hill 
Lane and a 1989 graduate of Andover 
High School, is a senior political sci- 
ence major at Franklin and Marshall 
College in Lancaster, Pa. He spent last 
semester working an internship for a 
firm in Washington, D.C., where he 
became friendly with Ben Palumbo, a 
lobbyist who ran a campaign for Sen. 
Lloyd Bentsen, D-Texas, in 1976. 

“He knew everyone,” Mr. Finegold 
said, 

It was Mr. Palumbo who got him the 
job as a staffer at the convention last 
week, where his job was to assist VIPs 
in getting the proper credentials to get 
into the various events. 

“Tt was my first one, so it was a good 
learning experience,” Mr. Finegold 
said. 

Mr. Finegold said he got to see the 
inside of a convention the way no one 
does who watches it on television, 

For example, people at home didn’t 
realize how serious “the Jerry Brown 
thing” was to party leaders, according 
to Mr, Finegold, 

“They thought he was just going to 
go outside and create some serious 
havoc and just talk,” he said, “People 
were really nervous. Luckily he just 
went up and spoke when he wanted to 
and hopefully we've seen the last of 
Jerry Brown.” 

The most moving event of the entire 
week for Mr. Finegold was when Gov. 
Clinton came to Madison Square Gar 
den Wednesday night to unofficially 
thank the crowd for the nomination. 
Mr. Finegold said he was right on the 
stage where Gov. Clinton came up, and 
that the candidate grabbed two 
persons, apparently old friends, and 
gave them a big hug, 

“He was literally crying. | mean, the 
guy was in tears, literally in tears,” 
and you could hear the crowd calling 
‘We want Bill,’ Mr. Finegold said. 

Mr. Finegold said the scene was 
very moving for him. 

“Tt was a climax. It was more of a cli- 
max than the fourth night,” when Gov. 
Clinton made his acceptance speech, 
Mr. Finegold said, “People forget the 
guy’s human and the guy really cares.” 

He was also very impressed with 
Hillary Clinton, the candidate's wife. 

“She had three conversations going 
on at once,” Mr, Finegold said. 

If anything happened. to her hus- 
band, Ms, Clinton could take over for 
him, Mr. Finegold said. 

Mr. Finegold was in New York City 
for six days and returned to Andover 
last Thursday night, exhausted, follow- 
ing the nomination speech, 

“Tt was crazy because you're getting 
four hours of sleep-a night. People 
don’t eat and they don’t sleep there,” 
he said, 

His normal day began at 7 a.m, and

he usually got to bed about 8 a.m. 

When H. Ross Perot announced 
Thursday morning that he was drop- 
ping out of the race, Mr. Finegold head- 
ed to a press conference held by Ron 
Brown, head of the Democratic Nation 
al Committee, and listened to his 
appeal to Perot supporters to get 
behind Gov. Clinton. 

One day he went to see Sen. Patricia 
McGovern, D-Lawrence, and ran into 
Michael Dukakis, who he wished well, 
and Tip O'Neil, whom he greatly 
admires. 

“To see him was something else. 
That was exciting for me because he’s 
still a legend in the House,” Mr. Fine- 
gold said. 

He saw Boston Mayor Ray Flynn, 
who Mr. Finegold predicted has a great 
future if Gov. Clinton is elected. He 
said Gov. Clinton put Mayor Flynn up 
on the podium, “right up with all the 
big boys.” 

“T would not be surprised, if Clinton 
should get in, if Flynn would get secre- 
tary of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment,” Mr. Finegold said. 

Mr. Finegold said one of the things 
he likes about Gov. Clinton came from 
an interview Mr. Finegold read in the 


New York Times that reminded him of 


something he learned from coach Dick 
Collins at AHS. Gov. Clinton was quot- 
ed as saying what kept him going dur 
ing tough times in the campaign was 
his belief that you “never quit, never 
quit, never quit.” 

“And that just fires me up. It’s nice 
to know you have a guy who has a slo 
gan that, no matter what happens, he’ll 
keep on fighting,” Mr. Finegold said. 
“And Al Gore, he is something else. He 
practically ripped off my hand when he 
went to shake it.” 

Mr. Finegold met celebrities like 
Oliver Stone, Richard Dreyfus and Dr. 
Ruth Westheimer. 

“Dr. Ruth got more attention than 
anybody. When she was around, people 
were flocking all around,” Mr, Fine- 
gold said. “Daniel Patrick Moynahan 
walked down the hall and no one 
noticed, but you see Dr. Ruth.” 


“IT saw (former Massachusetts Sen. 


Paul) Tsongas. He looked kind of 


sober.” 

He ran into Dan Rather and Charles 
Bierbauer, reporter at CNN, and too 
many other actors, media bigwigs and 
politicians to list them all. But he was 
greatly impressed when an aide to Sen. 
Barry Goldwater asked him to get a 
Coke for the senator, whom Mr. Fine- 
gold described as one of the richest 
men in the world. 

“He was just eating a dog with 
sauerkraut and a Coke. They’re just 
real people,” Mr. Finegold said. 

Mr. Finegold said he gained an 
appreciation for the role of lobbyists 
and political-action groups in govern- 
ment. In fact, he enjoyed the whole 
scene, 

“Oh sure. This is my cup of tea,” Mr. 
Finegold said. 

“You don’t realize how much atten 
tion, how much power these people 
get,’ Mr. Finegold said. “And how you 
have a hand on the doorknob of histo 
ry.” 

Mr. Finegold said most of the dele 
gates and staffers were much older 
than he and few people he met believed 
he was under 30 years old, much less 
Ze 

Mr. Finegold was president of the 
student council, played trumpet in the 
band and was a defensive tackle on the 
football team at Andover High. He is 
going back to college for his last year 
where his main two focuses will be tak- 
ing the Law School Admission Test 


(LSAT) and playing his final year of 


football. Then he hopes to get a job in 
Washington, D.C., and attend law 
school at night. 

He also hopes his convention experi- 
ence will help him in Washington. 

“IT made contacts,” Mr. Finegold 
said. “I think people were happy with 
the job I did. For me it was just taking 
it all in and making the most of it.” 

Mr. Finegold is the son of Sondra 
Finegold, a teacher at West Middle 
School, and Michael Finegold, a teach- 
er at Northern Essex Community Col- 
lege. He is proud of his two sisters, 
Joni, 23, who will move to London with 
the foreign service this fall, (“I hate to 
brag, but she’s something.) and Diana, 
9, who was heading off to overnight 
camp this week for four weeks. 

To earn money for school, Mr. Fine- 
gold is unloading trucks in the early 
morning hours at Wetterau Inc., at 1 
Parade Placer. He returns to school 
Aug. 18. 


Atkins’ campaign

Rep. Chester Atkins, D-Concord, 
kicked off his re-election campaign 
Tuesday with appearances in Lowell 
and Lawrence, and touting his plan for 
eliminating the federal deficit and bal- 
ancing the national budget by 1996. 

“T am the only member of Congress 


who has a plan that would balance the > ° 


federal budget by 1996,” Mr. Atkins 


said during an interview at the Jowns- 
man Tuesday night. He compared the 
country’s deficit problem with alco- 
holism. 

“Unless you address it, you can’t 
deal with any other problems that you 
have,” he said. 

Mr. Atkins is preaching what he 
calls “tough talk” about the problems 
facing the country and the “tough deci 
sions necessary to solve them.” 

He said he is running for re-election 
because he believes his position on the 
House Appropriations Committee can 
help create a new national economic 
direction for the country and in the 
fifth district, and that his plan for cut- 
ting the deficit will be the core of his 
campaign. 

“While nearly everyone supports a 
balanced budget, no one has taken the 
next step of providing a plan to put our 
fiscal house in order. That is why | 
have put together a line-by-line plan to 
balance the budget. My plan cuts the 
federal deficit to zero by fiscal year 
1996 and has a $30 billion surplus by FY 
‘97. The total savings are one trillion 
dollars and the cuts affect sixty-six pro- 
grams,” Rep. Atkins said in his propos 
al. 

He proposes cutting TV Marti, the 
government’s propaganda broadcasts 
to Cuba. 

“We've already got CNN,” Mr. 
Atkins said, 

And he slammed President Bush for 
approving $3800 million this year for 
construction of nuclear fallout shel- 
ters, like the “five star resort” shelter 
for cabinet members and members of 
Congress maintained in Virginia since 
the 1950s. 

His deficit reduction plan also calls 
for: 

* Cutting the defense budget by 50 
percent, mostly through reductions in 
arms and other stockpiles; 

* Canceling construction of Space 
Station Freedom; 

+ Adopting a modified line item veto 
in Congress; 

+ Eliminating postal subsidies for 
non-profit organizations; 

+ Eliminating banks from the stu- 
dent loan process and making the loans 
directly; 

- Charging industries for permits 
they now get free to discharge waste 
into public waterways and air; 

» Adding a new 25-cent-per-package 
tax for cigarettes; 

* Cutting physician’s fees for some 
Medicare services; 

* Capping the mortgage tax reduc- 
tion at $400,000; 

» Removing of the Medicare payroll 
tax cap and taxing all earned income; 

* Reducing the entertainment and 
dining tax deduction from 80 percent to 
50 percent; 

- Cutting grants to market tobacco 
products and promote McDonald’s 
Chicken McNuggets overseas. 

Mr. Atkins said he is proposing spe- 
cific measures to help the economy, 
and challenged his opponents to do the

was cheated 


The School Committee unanimous- 
ly voted to hire Kileen Woods as assis- 
tant superintendent Tuesday night. 
That most likely is good news for 
Andover school children but we would 
like to protest the manner in which 
Ms. Woods was chosen. 

The names of the three finalists 
were not made public until last Thurs- 
day. The Townsman went to press last 
week not knowing who they were. 
Therefore, this week it was too late to 
do some investigating and to write a 
story about the three before the com- 
mittee made its final decision. 

We are not saying that the Towns- 
man is the most important body to be 
kept up to date. What we are saying is 
that if the Townsman didn’t know the 
finalists’ names until four days before 
the final interviews, the community 
most likely didn’t know, either. And 
not making public the finalists’ names 
means the committee, and therefore 
the students in Andover, may have 
missed something. 

In this case, there are three people 
on staff at the Townsman who know 
quite a lot about Sue King, one of the 
three finalists. She was a star at Pine 
Grove School in Rowley and one per- 
son on staff even reported on her there 
a few years ago. 

This is not meant in any way to 
detract from the talents of Ms. Woods, 
or from Thomas Sharkey, either. Had 
the Townsman lead time in the pro- 
cess, all three would have been 
researched thoroughly. 

This way we feel cheated. The com- 
munity may very well have the best 
sandidate in the position, and we 
would have liked to quote some of the 
parents here on why Ms. Woods was 
the best choice. But we also know Ms. 
King as an award-winning principal 
who turned Pine Grove School into an 
award-winning school when the bud- 
get was low and the school roof was 
leaking. And we know almost nothing 
of Mr. Sharkey. 

We would have liked time for the 
community as well as the newspaper 
to react to finalists. Then we could feel 
satisfied we did all we could to hire the 
most qualified candidate. 

We are not questioning the choice of 
Ms. Woods — we know and appreciate 
her good reputation — we are question- 
ing the hiring procedure. We believe 
we should have known more about the 
three candidates and we should have 
had more time to react to them.

to our teachers? 


Editor, Townsman: 
Education in Andover is at another 
crossroads. 


Last week the superintendent of 


schools presented his “Action Plan” for 
1992-93, which is currently being dis 
cussed by the School Committee. How 
ever, is the plan even reflective of the 
ways the teachers of Andover believe 
change should occur as we plan for the 
21st century? 


We educators believe that decision 
making should be diversified and 
transferred to the various schools. A 
site-based, shared decision-making 
team involving the principals, the par 
ents and the teachers should be imple 
mented, Teacher and parent empower 
ment is essential to progressive educa 
tion and reform. We believe that any 
action plan for Andover schools that 
does not include active participation 
by parents and teachers as well as by 
the administration in decision-making 
is a plan destined to maintain the sta- 
tus quo. 


We do not need “quality circles” at 
the superintendent level; we do not 
need more administration; we do not 
need a traditional hierarchy that reit 
erates professional jargon and stays 
the same. 


Real education reform directs more 
educational resources to those who 
receive the services of Andover schools 
and those who deliver the services 
namely parents, students and teachers. 
We are very opposed to the continuing 
restructuring of the school system to 
establish an administratively-heavy 
hierarchy that is costly and doesn’t 
directly service children.

Andover did a good job 
planning its water supply 


(Editor’s note: From time to time, 
the Townsman publishes guest 
columns by people who work or live 
in Andover, or both, or who serve on 
local boards and commissions.

Andover is in the fortunate and 
enviable position of having a fully 
developed water supply and treatment 
system. Work has already been com 
pleted to assure compliance with cur 
rent and 
upcoming 
water qual 
ity regula 
tions and 
projected 
t Oo won 
growth, 

To sup 
port the 
federally 
mandated 
upgrades, 
our water 
rates have increased but have stabi 
lized compared to those in similar 
communities that have not yet con- 
structed the necessary treatment facil- 
ities. One of the primary reasons for 
the position in which Andover finds 
itself is planning. 

Important planning criteria for a 
public water supplier are the average 
day water demand, the maximum day 
water demand and the peak-hour 
water demand. The average day water 
demand is the water usage per day, 
averaged over one year. The maxi 
mum day water demand is the highest 
demand for water experienced in any 
24-hour period during the year. The 
peak-hour demand is the highest flow 
demand experience in any one-hour 
period during the year, which usually 
occurs on the maximum day. 

The average day water demand can 
be typically described by five distinct

Meehan’s campaign 

Martin T. Meehan, Peas Demo- 
crat, assailed the country’s “out-of 
touch, out-of-control leadership class 
that is failing us” as he announced his 
candidacy for Congress in the Fifth 
District Tuesday. 

Mr. Meehan, like his incumbent 
Democratic rival, Rep. Chester 
Atkins, D-Concord, attacked the feder 
al deficit. 

“It is coldly apparent to me that in 
order to re-power our economy, we're 
going to have to drastically reform our 
political culture, especially Congress. 
Americans are hurting because we 
know that economic growth is lagging, 
our standard of living has declined and 
the Congress is incapable of taking any 
action,” Mr. Meehan said. “Our chil 
dren will be paying off our $3.4 trillion 
national debt long after we're all dead 
and gone. I think we should be 
ashamed of that — and very, very angry 
at our congressmen.” 

Mr. Meehan resigned as first assis 
tant district attorney of Middlesex 
County June 12 to prepare his candida 
cy for U.S. Congress. He was formerly 
deputy secretary of state for the Securi

ties and Corporations Division. 

He is running against Rep. Atkins, 
who is seeking his fifth term in 
Congress and has held an elective offi- 
cer for 22 years. Mr. Meehan advocates 
term limits and pledged to serve no 


more than eight years — four terms — if 


elected to Congress. 

“Let’s rein in the ambition. Let’s 
clamp down on the careerism that 
blinds House members to their duty to 
serve us,” he said. 

He cited his record as a first assis- 
tant district attorney who “prosecuted 
drug dealers, deadbeat dads and men 
who batter women,” and as a deputy 
secretary of state who shut down stock 
fraud operations and white-collar crim- 
inals. Mr. Meehan said he would bring 
that same level of integrity and com- 
mitment to the role of congressman. 
But he questioned whether current 
members of Congress hold themselves 
to a similar standard, and pointed out 
that Rep. Atkins voted himself a 30-per- 
cent pay raise, leads the Massachusetts 
delegation in the use of taxpayers’ 
money for free mailings and bounced 
126 checks at the House bank.

own checkbooks and their own bank, 
and if scores of members can’t come 
clean with the taxpayers when they’re 
caught in a scandal of their own mak- 
ing, then how can we trust congress- 
men like Chet Atkins to discipline 
themselves to cut this deficit, to cut 
any deficit?” Mr. Meehan said. 

Mr. Meehan called for a line-item 
veto for the president, just as 44 gover- 
nors have in their states, as a way to 
each year “wring out of the federal 
budget tens of billions of dollars that 
are nothing but waste.” He proposed 
putting those billions of dollars in 
annual savings into programs that will 
boost investment, encourage savings, 
educate children and reform the 
health-care system. 

Mr. Meehan also said that major 
campaign finance reform is crucial, 
and that political action committees 
and other special-interest groups that 
help finance incumbents’ re-election 
bids should not be allowed to use their 
influence to control the federal budget 
process. He advocated outlawing PACs, 
limiting spending in congressional 
campaigns, putting a cap on carry-over 
financing from one campaign to the 
next and limiting out-of-state contribu-

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tions, 

He also pledged his support of pro- 
grams that would help women, includ- 
ing equal pay for comparable work, 
affordable day care, parental and medi- 
cal leave, universal health care and 
preservation of freedom of choice. 

Mr. Meehan announced his candida- 
cy in six locations throughout the fifth 
district Tuesday including Lawrence, 
Lowell, Tewksbury, Billerica, Marl- 
boro and Ayer. 

Mr. Meehan also said this week that 
he has raised more money than Rep. 
Atkins. 

Mr. Meehan had $60,416 in the bank 
as of June 30, compared to $57,619 for 
Mr. Atkins, according to campaign 
finance-disclosure reports, a statement 
from Mr, Meehan’s campaign said. 

After just two weeks of full-time 
campaigning, Mr. Meehan said he 
raised more money in June, $71,749, 
than Mr. Atkins raised in three 
months, from April to June, $63,981, 

Mr. Meehan reported that contribu- 
tions have continued to come in steadi- 
ly since June 30, with approximately 
$110,000 raised to date, indicating the 
support for his candidacy and people’s 
desire for a change of leadership in 
Congress. 

“After bouncing 126 checks in the 
taxpayer-administered House Bank, 
Chester Atkins is going to have great 
difficulty getting working men and 
women to write checks they can’t 


bounce on their own accounts,” Mr. 
Meehan said. 

July 15 was the deadline for congres- 
sional candidates to file reports with 
the Federal Elections Commission on 
contributions and expenditures during 
the April 1 to June 30 quarter. 

At their first debate, at Lowell City 
Hall last week, Mr. Meehan challenged 
Mr. Atkins to remove a $90,000 political 
strategist from the public payroll 

Mr. Meehan said he resigned his 
position as first assistant district attor- 
ney in January at the same time Mr. 
Atkins hired Lou Dinatale, a well- 
known political operative, as campaign 
manager at $90,000. 

Mr. Atkins claimed Mr. Dinatale is 
not a campaign manager, that he is 
“someone who is working, delivering 
for the city of Lowell.”

In the interview Monday night, Ms.

She also talked about her linking 
Sanborn to companies such as Genet- 
ics Institute and the Internal Revenue 
Service, and of other programs she has 
instituted at the school, to enhance the 
learning process for students. 


Ms. Woods said she would hope to 
continue to work to get parents 
involved in the schools the way she has 
with 250 parents at Sanborn. As an 
administrator, she said she will help 
teachers develop vision and action 
plans, and would provide support for 
teachers and staff self-development.

William McCaffrey, 68 Jefferson, 
North Andover, was chosen as an out- 
standing foster parent in 1992 by the 
Massachusetts Association for Profes- 
sional Foster Care. 

Mr. McCaffrey and 44 other foster 
parents were chosen for their dedicat- 
ed service and commitment to the fos- 
ter children of Massachusetts. For the 
past 10 years, he has provided emer- 
gency and short-term care for more 
than 80 boys ages 14 to 18. 

His degree in education from Boston 
College enhances his teaching skills 
with thoughtful ways of helping trou- 
bled boys. He has been able to help 
build teen-agers’ self esteem and help 
them feel important. 

“The year I graduated from BC they 
had too many teachers,” said Mr. 
McCaffrey. “Now I work for the 


“A boy who stayed with me stayed 
because his parents were afraid he had 
a drinking problem and filed CHINS” 
(Children in Need of Service), said Mr. 
McCaffrey. 

This particular boy is an example of 
how community services are involved 
with some of the foster-care place- 
ments. Rick Gorman of North Andover 
Youth Services can be a resource for 
community referral and help for trou- 
bled teens. 

“There are limits to what I can do,” 
said Mr. McCaffrey. “I can't keep them 
for a long term because they can’t be 
alone. Unless there is good day-time 
coverage, I’m not good for these kids,” 
he said, 

Mr. McCaffrey is able to provide 
transportation for therapy or medical 
needs or to visit relatives and family or 
for school activities.

Department of Employment and Train 
ing as a regional computer specialist. | 
train people to use the computer and 
give software support.” 

He is a single foster parent who 
works during the day and gives his 
time after work to help teen-age boys 
in crisis. His interests range from bik 
ing and classical music, to reading and 
enjoying a membership in a railroad 
club. 


“T was involved for three or four 
years with the Big Brother program 
about 14 years ago,” said Mr. McCaf- 
frey. “I knew about the need for foster 
parents, but didn’t think they could use 
a single person.” 

He was familiar with the foster-care 
process because his parents were fos- 
ter parents years ago. He applied with 
the Department of Social Services for 
emergency and short-term care or to 
provide weekend help as a place to vis- 
it. The Department of Social Services 
responded to his application by placing 
one boy on a short-term hasis to help 
him until a permanent home could be 
established. Many teen-age boys were 
placed with him through the years, 
each needing different levels of care, 
said Mr. McCaffrey. 

One boy came into Mr. McCaffrey’s 
care for nine years as a weekend place: 
ment child. This boy and his two sis- 
ters were eventually placed in an adop- 
tive home, Another boy was taken 
from a group home and stayed on a 
short-term basis. He was able to return 
to his family within a few months. 


The Massachusetts Department of 
Social Services has approximately 
10,560 children in foster care, accord- 
ing to personnel there. Foster children 
range in age from infancy to late teens. 
Their backgrounds include all econom- 
ic, ethnic and religious groups. Foster 
homes function with the supervision of 
the foster parents in their homes by the 
assigned social worker from the 
Department of Social Services. Chil- 
dren who are difficult to place are sib- 
lings, HIV-involved children, drug 
affected infants, children with special 
needs (emotional and physical prob- 
lems) and ethnic minorities. 

“Some kids get moved a lot and this 
doesn’t do them any good,” said Mr. 
McCaffrey. “They can’t be permanent 
and they expect to be moved again. The 
most difficult kid is one who can’t 
trust.” 


Anyone who becomes a foster par- 
ent is expected to provide for the emo- 
tional and physical needs of a child in 
crisis. The idea is for foster parents to 
provide a loving and safe environment 
for children in their care. 

Foster parents complete a 30-hour 
training program called Massachusetts 
Approach to Partnerships in Parent: 
ing. Foster parents can be married or 
single and there are no income require- 
ments. In order to help provide for the 
physical needs of a neglected child, 
Massachusetts foster parents receive 
$16 a day for each child in their care 
and $140 per child for a clothing 
allowance every tliree months.

The goal of foster care, according to 
state personnel, is to reunite the child 
with his or her family as quickly as 
possible, and if unable to do so, to place 
the child in an adoptive home. 

Mr. McCaffrey is very careful not to 
reveal the identity of any teen-age boy 
who has been placed in his care. His 
concern for confidentiality speaks to 
the kind of attention he gives to each 


young boy who has spent any length of 


time in his foster home. 

The Department of Social Services 
foster care program has received 
national recognition. Anyone interest- 
ed in joining the other foster parents in 
the program Families Helping Fami- 
lies should call the Foster Parent 
Recruitment Line at 1-800-345-4343.

I don’t like weddings. I’m not one of

There is such a thing as party plan- 
ners. These wonderful people will, for 
a price, come to your rescue: They 
will find you a banquet hall, a band, a 
caterer, a photographer, and whatev- 
er else your heart desires — and your 
wallet abides. They will even come to 
your reception and remind you to 
take off your glasses when the photog- 
rapher snaps a picture, 

Their services aren't cheap. 
Depending on the party planner and 
the scale of your affair, you could end 
up paying 5 to 15 percent of your final 
bill. A friend in the business tells me 
that some charge a flat fee of $1,000 to 
$2,000, and a few charge by the hour. 

If your personality won’t let you 
delegate, or hiring help is a luxury 
you can’t afford, don’t despair. All 
you need is a little time, organization- 
al skills and self-confidence to plan a 
memorable anniversary party on 
your own. And besides, it can be a lot 
of fun. Honest, it can. 

Here is the voice of experience. Lis: 
ten up: 

+ Don’t wait for the right decade. So 
what if it’s your parents’ 42nd 
anniversary and not the big five-o? 
Don’t they deserve to be told they’re 
loved and appreciated now? One ban-

* Don’t wait until the last minute, 
Time flies (see above), so if you think 
a year is more than enough time to 
plan a big party, don’t get too comfort- 
able. There’s a lot to do, and things 
like Christmas and full-time jobs 
have a way of setting you back. 

» Set a budget. You can spend $100 
or $10,000, but decide up front what 
you can afford and stick to it. You can 
spend a little more if you have sib- 
lings to split the cost with. 

For the purse-conscious, invite 
your folks over for dinner, and make 
it special. Mom likes swordfish? Dad 
likes strawberry shortcake? Borrow a 
good cookbook and light a few 
tapered candles. 

Maybe the fanciest thing you’ve 
ever cooked is toast flambee. Play it 
safe, and take them out to eat at the 
best restaurant in town, 

If you decide on a larger affair, 
with invitations to friends and fami- 
ly, even that doesn’t have to break the 
bank. Decide first how many people 
you'd like to invite. Most banquet 
halls and caterers charge by the plate. 

Shop around: Bands are more 
expensive than disc jockeys; some 
halls cost more to rent than others.. 

« Decide on a theme, It helps to 
have a thread to hold all your other

scoured antique stores, garage sales 
and poster shops for bits of nostalgia.

Your theme doesn’t have to be that 
specific. I know someone who is plan- 
ning a reception around the theme of 
pineapples and hospitality, a charm- 
ing New England tradition. 

* Delegate, This is important. If you 
have siblings, find them, grab them 
by the lapels and put them on mini- 
committees. Don’t give them a chance 
to say no. Appeal to their sense of 
guilt. Remind them that your parents 
raised you all from infancy and made 
sure you ate your four basic food 
groups. 

Be as specific as possible. Don’t 
say: “Could you help me pick out 
music for the party?” Say: “You're in 
charge of finding a five-piece band 
that specializes in jazz.” 

You don’t have time to address 99 
envelopes, but your sister’s penman- 
ship looks like a 4-year-old’s in cray- 
on? Don’t angst every little detail. The 
postal carrier will look at the enve- 
lope longer than your guests, 

Seek out friends with a special 
expertise. If you know someone who 
just planned her daughter's wedding, 
ask her advice on the banquet halls 
she considered; or better yet, take her 
with you when you visit prospective 
sites. 

* Stay organized. My brother and I 
kept color-coordinated folders that 
contained all of our party plans, from 
price lists to menus to invitations to 
old family photos. Do not lose this 
folder; do not leave it lying around 
the house if your party is meant to be 
surprise. Barring these disasters, a 
folder can provide you with easy and 
portable access to your blueprints. 

There’s nothing like the good ol’ 
Yellow Pages (the commercials are 
right: Why would anybody need 
another?). Since our party was 
planned in Rhode Island, we bought a 
Providence phone book from New 
England Telephone, and made photo- 
copies of the pages we wanted: Bak- 
ers—Retail, Banquet Rooms, Disc 
Jockeys, Florists and Party Supplies. 
We tucked these into our folders and 
had ready references. 

+ Start with a site. It’s the “where” 
that will go on the invitations, after 
the who, the what and the when, 
These places tend to book affairs 
many months in advance, and week- 
ends (especially Saturday evenings) 
are hard to come by, so do this soon. 

Maybe you have a friend with a big

old rambling house on the water. 
Maybe you know someone who 
belongs to a nice country club and 
would sponsor you as a rental. 

Go to your phone book and make 
photocopies of the “banquet rooms” 
entry. Visit a few; chat with the man- 
ager. Is he/she nice? Open to sugges- 
tions? Make sure the hall has space to 
dance, if that’s what you want, and a 
room with a hanging crystal chande- 
lier, if you want that too. Your parents 
may be elegant, or they may prefer 
something less formal. Find the place 
that meets their tastes. You'll know 
which is right. 

Some halls have kitchens attached. 
This will free you from the anxiety of 
finding a caterer and possibly a baker. 
But you may find that you just adore a 
certain food-less hall, or you have a 
particular caterer in mind, or even 
that it’s cheaper to do everything sep- 
arately. 

+ Make a guest list. A tricky busi- 
ness at best. Start with the “must 
comes” and, if you’re budgeted, move 
on to the “maybes.” Ask your uncle if 
there’s someone from the past your 
parents haven't heard from in 22 
years and would like to see again. 
Have close friends write down names 
of people they think should be there. 

Don’t forget the members of the 
wedding party. You may even want to 
seat them at the head table, as they 
probably did at the wedding reception.

and who’s coming. You can buy 
preprinted invitations in a stationery 
store, or have them printed. I designed 
my parents’, and a friend executed 
them on a computer laser printer. 

When the RSVPs arrived, my 
brother and sister-in-law kept careful 
records on their master guest list. 

* Pick out the music. Music sets the 
mood. We decided early on a big band 
theme, and, believe it or not, some DJs 
tried to talk us out of it (“It gets boring 
after a while,” one said.) 

Have your cousin the sound system 
freak make a bunch of tapes to play. 
Or ask each guest to bring a favorite 
album. 

Or you can hire a professional to 
provide the music. Get your phone 
book out again and look under “disc 
jockeys” or “orchestras and bands.” 
Visit these musicians; tell them exact- 
ly what you want; and find out if they 
have videotapes of their perfor 
mances. Ask for their play lists; make 
sure they can play what you want. 

Once you find your DJ or musi 
cian(s), make sure you tell them what 
time to arrive (an hour before the par- 
ty is a good rule of thumb) and how 
you want them to dress. 

Make sure there’s a stipulation in 
the contract, in case the guests are 
having a really good time, that pro 
vides for an extra hour or so of per- 
forming time.

mom a bouquet or corsage of her 
favorite blooms, or set every table 
with fresh-cut flowers.

+ Keep a paper trail. You will have 
to give people deposits. They are try- 
ing to make a living, after all. When 
you do, make notes on the “memo” 
line of your checks, like “Sept. 26 par- 
ty/20 centerpieces.” That way, there's 
no confusion. Your canceled check is 
like a second contract. 

When we were planning our party, 
the banquet hall had booked a wed- 
ding reception for the same day in an 
adjoining room. The bride-to-be was 
named Melissa. 

Whenever I talked to the banquet 
hall, I always had to clearly identify 
myself: “This is Melissa, the 50-guest 
Melissa.”

- Customize the decorations. The 
ideas are endless. Dig out photos of 
your parents through the years — as 
children, as newlyweds, with their 
own children, dancing together, what- 
ever. Photo stores can blow pictures 
up as big as posters, which you can 
hang around the hall. Or, cheaper yet, 
compile a photo album and set it up 
near the guest register.

centerpieces were 78-rpm big band 
records set on napkin rings; we 
threaded the balloon strings through 
the spindle holes. We also gave big 
band records to the guest who had a 
penny dated 1941 under his or her 
plate. (Courtesy of my brother's coin 
collection.) 

Well, you get the idea. Try to suit 
the tastes of your parents and the 
mood of your party. 

+ Make it personal. Have the DJ 
play their wedding song (We didn’t 
know my parents’, so we used Nat 
King Cole's “Our Love Is Here to Stay” 
for their first dance.) 

Have the poet in the family write an 
ode to your parents; someone with an 
artistic bent can paint their portrait. If 
you've got the time, make a video- 
taped tribute to them. 

My brother and I wrote a speech, 
which we read during the party. They 
cried; they loved it. A friend composed 
a humorous poem about my parents’ 
infamous driving abilities.

Ask their best man or maid of hon- 
or to deliver the toast.

I told a friend recently that I have a 
recipe for wedding cake made from 
potato salad. He r response was, “Ugh 
sounds gross,’ 

Wedding cakes are usually made 
from cake batter and served as the tra- 
ditional dessert for the grand finale at 
a wedding. Why not include the tradi- 
tional wedding cake form to be the per- 
fect centerpiece and delectable accom- 
paniment for sandwiches and cold 
plates at a bridal shower or “back-at- 
the-house” apres wedding celebration? 
I always strive for the unique and 
unusual and this certainly would rise 
to the occasion. You would have your 
centerpiece, your starch accompani- 
ment, your motif, your color scheme 
(colors of the vegetable flowers on the 
potato salad cake) and your special sig- 
nature surprise all in one for your 
wedding or related wedding function. 


For the wedding cake, I make a pota- 
to salad using waxy redskin potatoes 
cooked in their jacket, then peeled and 
marinated while warm. They hold 
their shape, don’t crumble when sliced 
and don't absorb an excessive amount 
of dressing. These factors are very 
important, since the potato salad needs

to be firm, not too moist, and able to 
retain its shape after being chilled and 
molded. 


Potato salad 

14 lbs. waxy red-skinned potatoes, 
unpeeled 

1 3/4 cup Italian dressing, home- 
made 

3 1/2 cup mayonnaise, preferably 
homemade 

3 large onions, finely chopped 

3 tsp. salt 

1 tsp. fresh ground black pepper 

1/2 cup celery, chopped 

1 doz. hard-cooked eggs, coz irsely 
chopped 

1/3 cup fresh flat-leaf parsley, 
coarsely chopped 

1/3 cup fresh snipped chives 

Place potatoes in water to cover in a 
large saucepan and br ing to a boil. 
Reduce heat to a low boil, partis uly cov- 
er and cook until tender, about 35 min- 
utes. Peel and slice while still warm 
and add the Italian dressing that has 
been blended with the mayonnaise. 

Toss gently. Add the rest of the 
ingredients and toss gently again. Cool 
completely. Do not make salad too 
moist — stop when potatoes seem just 
moist enough. 


Pack the cooled potato salad firmly 
into three greased foil or parchment 
paper-bottom and side-lined round 
molds of graduated sizes: a 12- cup mold 
12-inches diameter and 3-inches deep, a 
nine-cup mold 9-inches diameter and 3- 
inches deep, and a six-cup mold 6-inch- 
es diameter and 3-inches deep. Chill 
potato salads in molds for 24 hours. 


Turn out the tiers, largest tier first, 
onto a 14-inch cake plate or tray. The 


. second layer is turned out direc tly cen- 


tered over first layer and follow suit 
with the top layer. Fill a cake decorator 
with finely mashed potatoes and pipe 
rosettes around the top and bottom 
edge of each tier to form a decoration 
resembling that found on a wedding 
cake. Place a bouquet of turnips daises 
on the top tier for a dramatic finishing 
touch. 
Yields 27 cups. Serves 50 people 


Turnip daisies 

(Can be made one to two days in 
advance,, wrapped in a moist cloth, 
then covered with plastic wrap.) 

Slice two large purple top turnips 
into 1/3-inch thick slices. Using daisy 
cutters (available in spec ialty gourmet 
shops) cut several daisy shapes in grad-

uated sizes from turnip slices. Use a 
melon ball scoop to cut out rounded 
half-scoops from carrots to form the 
centers for the daisies, 

If you wish to coordinate a different 
color scheme, you could use green, yel- 
low or red peppers, purple cabbage or 
radishes. 

To assemble daisies, use 8-inch 
wooden skewers thath are put through 
the daisy’s center. The carrot circle is 
then placed at the end of the skewer. 
Push a green scallion stem over the 
skewer to cover the skewer and form 
the green stem for the daisy, 


With a clipper, cut stems to varying 
lengths to form a daisy bouquet in the 
center of the top tier of the cake. To 
form leaves to accompany the daisies, 
use scallion greens slit up their entire 
length and cut to a point on the end. 
Stick the flat ends of the scallion 
greens into the bouquet at various 
places to form daisy folie Ve, 

If desired, additional plain daisies of 
different sizes can be grouped into 
small clusters and placed in a decora- 
tive fashion nestled in the other tiers of 
the cake (tooth picks can be used to 
hold the centers to the main turnip 
daisy shape).
